can but make you good Adorall men : it in ſtead of planting 
Grace,we can bur roote out Ycce : if in Read of the power of 
$o-nefſe inthe reformation of the 1mner. man, wee can but 
ing you to ſometollerable f<yednes in the conformity of 
the oxtward-man, If weeaﬀn gocbut this, though we are to 
ftrive for that;our-labour is not altogether in vaine inthe 
Lord. For hereby, firf#,mens ſfinnes are both /efſe & fewer q 
aad that /econdjy, abateth ſomewhat both of the number 
and Weight of their ſtripes, and makeththeir pariſhwene the 
eakier-: andibrrdh,there is lefſe/condat done to Religions, ; 
which receiueth not ſo-mach ſoyle & difrepuration by cloſe 
hypocrifie, as by lewd rr hs rk of : Foarthty,the 
kingdome of Sathan is d:minfhed, though nor directly in 
the #rengrh, for he looſeth neucr a Subictt by ir ; yer ſome- 
what in the glory therof, becauſe he hath not ſo full and ab.

ſeemedrohaue, F5fthly,much of che hurt that might come 
by eail example, is hereby preuented : S:xthly, the people 
of God are preſerued from many inwries and contumelies 
which they would recciue from cuillmen,if their barbarous 
manners were not thus ciuiliſed ; as a fierce Maſtsfe doth 
leaſt hurt, when he is chained and mufleds Sewenthly and 
laſtly, and which ſhould be the ſtrongeſt moriue of allthe
